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NEWMARKET’S “grave” parking 
problems will be in the spotlight 
as the county council is forced to 
embark on a review due to com¬ 
plaints from residents about visi¬ 
tors parking in the town. 

Bosses at Forest Heath District 
Council have commissioned Suf¬ 
folk County Council to consult 
with Newmarket residents in two 
areas of the town centre where 
shoppers and commuters are 
thought to be parking their cars. 

These include streets in the 
area bounded by Rowley Drive, 
Exeter Road and Fred Archer Way 
and a section on the other side of 
the High Street from The Avenue 
up to Old Station Road, bounded 
by Granary Road. 

A county council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “The county council’s 
highways team were asked by 
Forest Heath District Council to 
carry out a study into parking for 
residents around the High Street 
as complaints had been received 
regarding parking difficulties, 
due to shoppers and shop staff 
also parking in the area. 

“An informal consultation was 
carried out with local councillors 
and it was agreed that a residents’ 
consultation will take place early 
in the new year.” 

The study will include a resi¬ 
dents’ questionnaire and on- 
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street surveys. 

Potential solutions have divid¬ 
ed opinion. 

Artist Jacquie Jones, who lives 
in Rous Road, said: “I think there 
should be residents’ parking. 

“Nobody can park when they 
visit and you can’t stay in the car 
parks for very long.” 

Another Rous Road resident, 
who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous, agreed and said: “Lots of 
people who park here work in 
offices in town and they come at 
7am so it makes it difficult for us.” 

Parking congestion is also a 
“grave problem” in Exeter Road, 
where town councillor and race¬ 
horse trainer John Berry has his 
yard. 

He said he had been ap¬ 
proached by residents asking 
whether the street could become 
a residents’ parking zone. 

He said: “Parking is a grave

problem in lots of the streets by 
the town centre. 

“It is really good they are con¬ 
ducting a survey but finding a 
complete solution to the problem 
will be easier said than done.” 

However a resident of nearby 
Lisburn Road said it was point¬ 
less. “It is a terrible problem but 
you can’t make it better,” he said. 
“We have had this kind of survey 
two or three times before and 
nothing happens. 

“What’s the point in paying for 
a year’s permit if you might have 
to park a mile away as there are 
too many cars on your street any¬ 
way?” 

The town’s pocket car parks 
would need to be open longer if 
residents parking was brought in 
according to business owner Tolly 
Considine. 

Tolly, owner of Tolly’s Flowers in 
Rous Road, said: “Parking is diffi¬ 
cult in Newmarket full stop. 

“We could do with people be¬ 
ing able to park for longer, so if 
they have an appointment they 
also have time to have a coffee or 
lunch and do some shopping and 
not be rushing off to move their 
car.” 

Free parking in the town’s car 
parks would encourage shoppers, 
he said, but there was no money 
to pay for it.

A14 toll plans 
to be scrapped 


CAMPAIGNERS have wel¬ 
comed reports that planned 
tolling on the A14 will be 
dropped and the upgrade 
will be funded by the Gov¬ 
ernment instead. 

The Government had pro¬ 
posed to charge motorists 
£1 or £1.50, and heavy ve¬ 
hicles double that, to use a 
congestion-busting south¬ 
ern bypass between Cam¬ 
bridge and Huntingdon, but 
political and business lead¬ 
ers in Cambridgeshire had 
only supported tolling very 
reluctantly, while their coun¬ 
terparts in Suffolk had been 
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opposed outright. 

Now Government sources 
have indicated that the £1.5 
billion project, construction 
of which is due to start in 
2016, will be wholly funded 
by taxpayers without tolling. 

An announcement is due 
to be made by Danny Alexan¬ 
der, the chief secretary to the 
Treasury, as part of Thurs¬ 
day’s autumn statement. 

John Bridge, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce, 
hailed the reports as a “posi¬ 


tive step forward and a vic¬ 
tory for common sense”. 

And Cllr James Waters, 
leader of Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council said: “I welcome 
the news that our businesses 
will not be put at a disadvan¬ 
tage by the tolling of the A14. 
We support early improve¬ 
ments to the route and see 
it as important an issue as 
broadband in growing our 
economy.” 

Motorists and businesses 
had been concerned about 
the cost of tolling, and that 
charging could push more 
traffic onto smaller roads.

Flat plan back 
on the agenda 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
four flats on the site of a bun¬ 
galow are back before the 
distict council - just weeks 
after they were turned down. 

An application for three 
two-bed and one one-bed 
flats in Windsor Road, New¬ 
market, was met with criti¬ 
cism from councillors at For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) last month who said 
they were ‘minded to refuse’ 
the plans which they de¬ 
scribed as overdevelopment 
and not in keeping with the 
area. 

But the application is back 
before the committee today 
as officers have conducted 
a risk assessment and main¬ 
tained their opinion the 
plans should be approved. 

Officers said concerns 
about overdevelopment and 
design were difficult to su¬ 
bstantiate and might leave 
the council vulnerable to ap¬ 
peals. In a report before the 
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planning committee, officers 
said: “The most significant 
risk is that the applicant will 
lodge a successful appeal 
which, if the Authority is un¬ 
able to defend its reason for 
refusal, may leave it vulner¬ 
able to an award of costs.” 

Officers also expressed 
concerns about “reputa¬ 
tional” risk to the council if 
there was an appeal and any 
appeal might have a “reason¬ 
able prospect of success”. 

The report said: “Whilst 
the concerns of the Town 
Council and residents are 
noted... the proposal would 
deliver residential units 
wihin a sustainable loca¬ 
tion.” 

A planning consultant 
acting on behalf of the ap¬ 
plicant said the design was 
an effective use of space and 
would provode sustainable 
housing. 


Residents had expressed 
concerns on a number 
of grounds, including in¬ 
creased traffic, noise, lack of 
sunlight and loss of privacy 
from the flats overlooking 
the neighbours gardens. 

One neighbour told the 
News she was “stunned” 
when she was notified the 
decision could be reveresd. 

Jane Bursford, of Windsor 
Road, said: “I thought we had 
got through this battle. 

“I have never heard of 
anything like this where you 
have a decision and then an 
officer comes along and says 
‘Are you sure you want to do 
this?’ 

“I don’t understand how 
the democratic process can 
be overturned in this way.” 

The application will be 
discussed at 6pm at the 
FHDC offices in College 
Heath Road, Mildenhall.

Councillor Warwick Hirst, the main 
culprit, should have stood down at 
the meeting last Monday evening. 

It is not acceptable for Councillor 
Jaggard to say"l just hope we can

- they no longer have the trust of 
the people. 

Unless Cllr Hirst and the rest of the 
council stand down (except for the 
three) this matter is not going to go 
to bed. 

Suffolk County Council should have 
told Newmarket Town Council that 
it was total "misappropriation" of 
council monies. 

I feel very strongly about this and 
will continue to call for heads to 
roll.

Safety is all of 
our concerns 

NICOLE Sloman (letters, November 
28th) might like to know that I have 
some knowledge of Newmarket, 
racehorses and transport, having 
worked for Newmarket Racehorse 
Transport for the past 15 years - and 
previously in the West Country. 

Not a small part of my knowledge 
has been garnered from many 
hours listening to - and discussing 
with - racing staff and, occasionally, 
trainers, sundry aspects of racing. 
When driving around Newmarket 
I am looking out not only for 
staff riding horses but also in 
consideration of the horses and 
staff I am transporting. However, 
over the years, I have, on a few 
occasions, been nearly caught out 
by horses suddenly appearing on 
crossings or looming out of the 
darkness and fog. 

Health and safety is a mutual 
concept. Drivers, for example, 
owe a duty of care to other road 
users including horse riders and 
riders equally owe a duty of care to 
others. Further, under employers 
liability, trainers owe a duty of 
care to staff and vice versa and 
each should be aware of their 
responsibilities. 

An essential element of health and 
safety is to avoid or reduce risks and 
hazards. 

Horses have, as Ms Sloman says, 
been an integral part of Newmarket 
for centuries, famously back to 
the time of Charles II. However, 
Newmarket was first a staging post 
for London coaches and a market 
town. 

Horses and their connections 
have no divine rights: that fiction 
ended when Charles I had his head 
chopped off. 

Newmarket is not a racing village 
tucked down a side road like 
Lambourn. The days are gone, I 
believe, when horses could safely 
amble along the High Street and 
side streets. 

Newmarket is a town. Some 
suggest it is not possible to train 
in an urban environment. I must 
disagree. 

On the topic of Hatchfield Farm, 

I will merely reiterate that the 
appeal on the previous Application 


concluded that even that larger 
development would have no 
adverse effect on racing interests. 

Ms Sloman writes that youngsters 
have nothing to do and the shops 
are not worth shopping in. Why 
have racing interests not provided 
or sought to improve such facilities? 
The simple answer is money. 

The cricket pavilion on the Severals 
was kindly sponsored by Sheikh 
Mohammed - as have other town 
projects been. I am not certain, but 
I believe, that the cricket ground 
on Godolphin land could have 
been available for more general use 
but the use was limited to racing 
interests under Racing Policy. 

I have respect for Mr Botti as a 
trainer but feel he was ill advised 
to build his stables in Snailwell 
Road and add to the hazard in the 
area. Currently his horses have to 
negotiate crossing both the Snailwell 
and Fordham Roads before 
recrossing at the main crossing. 
There is a possible solution to this 
problem which is no way as difficult 
as tunnelling through the Alps to 
Italy but would require similar 
goodwill. 

Newmarket must not be insular. It 
must be vibrant. 

It cannot become entrenched by 
the dogma associated with the 
much quoted and vaunted Racing 
policy. Newmarket must progress. 

If we do not go forward we get 
nowhere. 

What right have I to postulate my 
theories ? 

None at all. 

However, I feel it would be remiss 
of me not to forward them for 
consideration.

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Mum amazed by kindness 
after son’s wheelchair stolen

A MOTHER has described 
the “amazing generosity” 
she has received after the 
theft of her disabled son’s 
wheelchair. 

Claire Hall, 39, was dev¬ 
astated when thieves stole 
her silver Peugeot 106 earlier 
this month - with 3-year-old 
James’ specially-adapted 
Delphi Pro wheelchair in¬ 
side. 

James suffers from cer¬ 
ebral palsy, which has left 
him visually impaired and 
unable to walk. 

Claire, a paediatric inten¬ 
sive care nurse at Adden- 
brooke’s, said: “I am utterly 
devastated and can’t believe 
anybody could be so heart¬ 
less as to deny an innocent 
disabled child his much- 
needed wheelchair.” 

The mum-of-two said the 
wheelchair was the only way 
to feed James safely when he 
was out of the house and a 
temporary chair was unsafe. 

James’ chair cost £4,552 
but Mrs Hall said her in¬ 
surance would only cover 
£J,000. 

But Riverwalk School, in 
Bury St Edmunds, where 
James is a pupil, has stepped 
in to use their emergency 
fund to pay for a new wheel¬ 
chair for James. 

Claire said: “Words cannot 
express the gratitude I feel. 

“A moment of crisis has 
resulted in the most amaz¬ 



ing generosity.” 

She is now leading a fund¬ 
raising drive to pay back the 
school for their generosity, 

Her son Henry, 6, is a pupil 
at Moulton Primary School 
where parents have rallied 
round to help along with 
the Living by Giving Trust 
which launched an appeal 
on Monday and has already 
raised more than £300. 

Help has come from 
ASDA, Darkside Tattoo in 
Red Lodge, staff at Adden- 
brookes’, and villagers in 
Barrow where the family 


lives. 

Claire said: “It is hearten¬ 
ing to know that there are so 
many people out there who 
are willing to go out of their 
way to help those in need. 

“I now want to repay that 
generosity by helping others 
who may be in need.”

Man who posted 
drugs loses assets 


A FATHER-of-four who 
tried to send illegal 
drugs through the post, 
has been ordered to 
hand over his remaining 
assets by a judge. 

Paul Pinner’s plans 
were scuppered in May 
last year when a keen¬ 
nosed member of staff 
at Red Lodge post of¬ 
fice noticed the smell of 
cannabis coming from a 
parcel. 

Police were called to 
the scene and officers 
opened the package to 
find it contained not 
only cannabis but also 
a quantity of ampheta¬ 
mines - both of which

are class B drugs. 

Pinner, of Ash Court, 
in Red Lodge, appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court 
in July of this year where 
he was subsequently or¬ 
dered to complete 180 
hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work by the 
judge. 

He had pleaded guilty 
to two offences of at¬ 
tempting to supply a 
controlled drug and one 
offence of possession of 
cannabis. 

Pinner, 42, returned 
to Ipswich Crown Court 
on Friday for a Proceeds 


of Crime Act hearing, 
which is designed to 
recoup as much as pos¬ 
sible from what Pinner 
had gained through his 
offending. 

The court heard that 
specialist financial in¬ 
vestigators had estab¬ 
lished Pinner’s benefit 
from offending amount¬ 
ed to £10,000. 

His available as¬ 
sets were valued at just 
£1,500. 

Mr Recorder Peter 
Wallis ordered Pinner to 
hand over his remaining 
£1,500 within the next 
three months or face 30 
days imprisonment as 


punishment. 

When Pinner was 
sentenced in July of this 
year, the court was told 
that he regularly sent le¬ 
gitimate parcels through 
Red Lodge post office, in 
Bennett Road. 

Rory Keene, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the hearing 
the attempt to send the 
drugs had been an iso¬ 
lated incident and in¬ 
volved only a “modest” 
amount of illegal sub¬ 
stances. 

Mr Keene said the 
package containing the 
drugs had originally 
been destined to be sent 
to a friend of Pinner’s. 


Make sure 
you have 
the right 
licence 

SCRAP metal dealers are 
warned to check they have 
the right licence ahead of 
a police crack down across 
the county. 

Since the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Act 2013 came in 
on October 1, scrap metal 
dealers must be registered 
and anyone collecting 
scrap metal must be li¬ 
censed in the council area 
they are collecting in. 

This means a number of 
separate licences may be 
required if an individual 
was collecting scrap from 
different locations. 

Acting Det Supt Steve 
Mattin said: “We are urg¬ 
ing anyone dealing in scrap 
metal to make sure they 
have the correct licences 
in place as we will be carry¬ 
ing out checks across both 
counties to ensure every¬ 
one is complying with this 
relatively new legislation. 

“In the past a small 
amount of unregulated 
dealers have been involved 
in the disposal of stolen 
property and the new Act 
is specifically designed to 
reduce the outlets availa¬ 
ble to criminals who cause 
misery to householders, 
businesses, commuters 
and local communities 
through metal theft. 

“All legitimate dealers 
should display their li¬ 
cence so it can be seen by 
customers, who can be re¬ 
assured that the business 
meets standards outlined 
under the Act.” 

Scrap metal licences are 
issued by the local author¬ 
ity and must be one of two 
types - a site licence or a 
collectors licence.

THOUSANDS of pounds worth 
of food and equipment has been 
sent to grief-stricken communi¬ 
ties in the Philippines, thanks to a 
kind-hearted couple. 

Gary and Evelyn Mills, from So- 
ham, have made it their mission 
to try and help the thousands of 
people affected by devastating Ty¬ 
phoon Haiyan. 

Evelyn, 67, is from Manila and 
owns a small shipping business 
called Tagalog Balikbayan Servic¬ 
es, which specialises in sending 
goods to the Philippines. 

The couple decided to pay for 
two 40ft containers full of aid - 
worth around £1,000 - out of their 
own pocket. 

And, thanks to support from 
organisations and individuals 
across the UK, Gary and Evelyn 
have been able to fill the con¬ 
tainers with food and lifesaving 
equipment to help people in the 
Philippines 

Last Wednesday, an army of vol¬ 
unteers joined the couple at their 
warehouse in Wisbech Road, Lit- 
tleport, to pack the containers. 


Evelyn, who lives with Gary in 
West Drive Gardens, Soham, told 
the News : “We had donations 
from all over the country - it has 
been amazing. 

“The containers are 40ft long 
and are full of clothes, blankets, 
food and other things which they 
are so desperate for.” 

Representatives from the Phil¬ 
ippine Nurses Association (PNA), 


and the Philippine Embassy, 
joined servicemen and women 
from RAF Mildenhall and RAF 
Lakenheath, and other donors to 
help pack the containers. 

Typhoon Haiyan struck the 
Philippines in early November, 
killing more than 5,000 people. 

It is thought to be the deadliest 
typhoon to hit the Philippines on 
record. 


Car scheme in 
need of new 
volunteers 

A VOLUNTARY car scheme is in 
desperate need of drivers to help 
provide "a lifeline" for vulnerable 
people.

Caroline added: "It is very flexible as 
we are delighted to have their services 
so it's very much about what suits 
them."

The pre-school was told 
to make sure checks on pro¬ 
gress were even more rigor¬ 
ous to reach ‘outstanding’. 

Hayler Parkinson, manager 
and owner, said: “It was really 
nice to hear and our area co¬ 
ordinator had praised us this 
week which everyone was re¬ 
ally happy with. 

“It’s good because we are 
a new team and maybe next 
time it will be outstanding.”

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Housing plan 
approved by 
councillors 


A CONTROVERSIAL draft local plan 
which needs to find 7,000 homes has 
been approved. 

Forest Heath district is suffering a 
housing shortage after its core strategy 
for developments was subject to a suc¬ 
cessful High Court challenge in 2011 
over the urbanisation of the north east of 
Newmarket. 

The district council approved the plan 
at a meeting on Tuesday, which sets out 
draft housing allocations and proposed 
sites for housing in the district. 

Newmarket has been given a draft al¬ 
location of 1,230 homes and among the 
sites mooted for development is 
Hatchfield Farm where the local 
plan has said up to 700 homes 
could be built. Lord Derby has 
submitted a plan for 400 homes 
at this site. 

Amendments were made to 
the Fitzroy Paddocks site, land 
bounded by Black Bear Lane, 

High Street and Rowley Drive.

A district council spokeswoman said: 
“An ammendment should read: ‘The 
Council is supportive of appropriate 
mixed use development, to include an 
element of residential that will facilitate 
the return of the historic asset on this site 
back into use and retain a horseracing 
use on this site. 

‘The amount of new development 
should be the minimum amount neces¬ 
sary to achieve these aims, be in a form 
which minimises harm to other public 
interests, with any undeveloped land re¬ 
maining in an equine paddock use’.” 
Other sites include St Felix and 
Scaltback Middle Schools, the 
former swimming pool site, in 
High Street, and the station car 
park, which is currently owned 
by Tattersalls but may be avail¬ 
able at a later date. 

An eight-week public consulta¬ 
tion will take place.

David White, information 
officer for RSPB Lakenheath 
Fen, said: "We believe that we 
have two breeding females in 


the area and their associated 
youngsters and we average 
about a sighting every couple of 
weeks at this time of year. 

"The frequency of sightings 
is even less during the summer 
months, especially when they 
are breeding. 

"As a general rule of thumb, 
sightings are most likely at 
dawn and dusk but they are 


very unpredictable and have a 
habit of turning up any time, 
any where. It is great to know 
that otters call the reserve 
home." 

RSPB Lakenheath Fen is 
based between Hockwold and 
Lakenheath villages.

AN ELDERLY woman has be¬ 
queathed £10,000 to a dementia 
charity in memory of her beloved 
husband who suffered from Alzhei¬ 
mer’s. 

Patricia Evans, who lived in Croft 
Road, Newmarket, for most of her 
life until her death last year aged 91, 
has left £10,000 in her will to Alzhei¬ 
mer’s Research UK in memory of her 
husband Fred. 

The couple met when Patricia was 
evacuated to the town during the 
Second World War where she served 
in the WAF (Women in the Air Force) 
until she left due to poor health. 

She met Fred, a local man, and 
they married in 1955. 

Her nephew Chris Bentinck, who 
grew up in Newmarket, said Fred 
was in his early 70s when Alzhei¬ 
mer’s took hold and he became very 
confused and had disturbing mood 
swings before his death in 1998. 

He said: “She was a lovely lady, 
very friendly and polite and never 
argued with anyone. She was tiny 
and struggled to look after Fred 
when Alzheimer’s crept on. 

“The experience opened her eyes 
to the dreadful lack of funding for

50ml Cointreau 
10ml Almond syrup 
(This can be made in advance 
by using a cup of water, two 


cups of sugar and half a tea¬ 
spoon of almond extract. 
Place the water in a pan, bring 
it to a boil, add the sugar, and 
keep stirring it while it dis¬ 
solves. Then remove it from 
the heat and add the extract. 
Allow to cool, then refrigerate 
before using.)

50ml Bombay Sapphire (in¬ 
fused with blood orange and 
cloves) 

100ml tonic water 
2tsp caster sugar 
1 green cardamom pod 
For the blood orange-infused 
gin: 

Take a bottle of Bombay 


Sapphire gin and pour out 
50ml. Replace with 35ml of 
fresh blood orange juice, eight 
large peels from the skin of a 
blood orange and 10 cloves 
(adjust to taste). Replace cap, 
shake well, and place in fridge 
until you’re ready to drink it, 
but for at least 24 hours. 

For the flavoured sugar, 
take the seeds from one green 
cardamom pod and place 
in a pestle. Crush well with 
the mortar until there’s a fine 
powder and then add a couple 
of teaspoons of caster sugar. 
Mix well with a teaspoon. Re¬ 
serve to one side on a saucer. 

Take a chilled balloon glass. 
Wipe some blood orange juice 
on the rim of the glass, then 
turn the glass upside down 
and roll the rim around the 
saucer of cardamom infused 
caster sugar until it’s fully cov¬ 
ered. Shake off any excess. 

Turn the glass the right way 
up and fill with cubes of ice, 
being careful not to knock 


off the sugar. Pour in 50ml of 
the blood orange and clove- 
infused Bombay Sapphire. 
Stir briefly. 

Top the glass with 100ml of 
tonic water, being careful to 
retain the fizz. Stir again very 
briefly. Finally, add a wheel of 
blood orange, studded with 
five cloves, to the top of the 
glass.

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L OCKED in a secure unit, 
under a 24-hour watch, 
Paul Fuller thought his life 
was over. He had a good job, a 
lovely wife, a new daughter - 
and he’d lost it all in the blink 
of an eye. 

“I wasn’t eating, wasn’t 
drinking, wasn’t functioning 
as a normal human being,” 
he says, shaking his head. “I 
thought that was it, that I was 
going to die. I really did.” 

Though he didn’t know it at 
the time, Paul was suffering 
from bi-polar disorder; at the 
end of a manic phase - which 
had seen him take a huge leap 
and set up his own business - 
he’d crashed into a black hole 
of despair. 

“I was an HGV driver and I’d 
decided to go self-employed,” 
he explains. “I got a lorry all 
painted up, went to see it, 
came home and just went 
absolutely ape. 

“I can’t remember to this day 
what I did. All I know is that it 
wasn’t very nice... 

“The first thing I do 
remember is the police coming 
to the house to take me away” 
These days, it’s hard to

imagine Paul scaling such 
heights or plumbing such 
depths: frank, funny and 
warm, he comes across as both 
laid-back and incredibly level¬ 
headed. 

“I’ve had eight years without 
a relapse, touch wood,” says 
Paul, leaning forward to pat 
the coffee table. “I’ve come a 
long way in those eight years. 
And I am very proud of that.” 

Paul is sharing his story to 
raise awareness of bi-polar 
disorder - he says, though 
things have improved, there 
is still a stigma surrounding 
mental illness - and also fly 
the flag for Cambridge charity 
Re-Use. 

Formerly known as 
Cambridge SOFA, it’s a largely 
volunteer-run service which 
helps people on low incomes 
furnish their homes. 

“I furnished my whole house 
thanks to Re-Use; I came out 


of hospital with nothing to my 
name,” says Paul, currently 
taking a coffee break in the 
furniture showroom. 

“Then I started volunteering 
here, as a driver collecting 
donations. It started just 
as something to do in the 
daytime, but it opened so 
many new doors. 

“More than anything, it 
made me feel worthy: it feels 
good to be doing something 
for the community, to be 
giving something back.” 

With hindsight, Paul believes 
he’s been bi-polar since he 
was a child. “I used to get quite 
physical with my two brothers, 
punching them and hitting 
them. 

“Now I think that was the 
first sign: this rage would be 
there one minute, then it was 
just gone.” 

A form of depression, 
bi-polar disorder manifests 


as extreme mood swings. 

“You have massive highs and 
massive lows,” explains Paul. 

“With the highs you just 
keep going up and up until 
everything’s technicolour; it’s 
brilliant, it really is. 

“I’d love to have a high again 
- but I couldn’t stand the low, 
and what goes up must come 
down... 

“The lows are dark, black, 
really horrible; something 
you don’t ever want to be 
associated with. You don’t want 
to get out of bed, let alone get 
dressed and make a cup of tea. 

“You don’t want to do 
anything - and that can go on 
for weeks at a stretch.” 

Previously known as manic 
depression, bi-polar disorder is 
more common than you might 
imagine: according to NHS 
figures, one in every hundred 
people in the UK is bi-polar.

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condition is not known, but 
periods of extreme stress 
and major life-changes are 
believed to be 
triggers, along with genetic 
and chemical factors. 

Paul’s childhood was, he 
concedes, ‘not the happiest’. 
Moving out of home aged 5, 
to live with his grandparents, 
he says a troubled 
relationship with his father 
was at the root. 

“He had what I called at 
the time ‘manic spells’; now 
I think they’re very similar to 
the episodes I’ve had. But we 
never saw eye-to-eye.” 

At 11, after his parents 
divorced, Paul moved back 
in with his mum and things 
seemed to settle down: 
“School was good. I did what 
I wanted to do, concentrated 
on my art. 

“I used to love the political 
cartoons in The Sun; the first 
thing I ever drew freehand 
was a picture of Ted Heath 
with a pipe...” 

It was after leaving school, 
and joining the army, 
that Paul’s mental health 
deteriorated sharply. 

His first tour was to 
Northern Ireland, at the 
height of the troubles: “We 
came across a lot of violence: 
petrol bombs, riots. 

“You’d be walking along 
the road, minding your own 
business, and get bottles and 
stones thrown at you. It was a 
very hostile environment. 

“I was only 19 and I just 
didn’t want to be there. 

I became fixated on the 
fact something bad was 
happening back home and it 
overtook everything. 

“I wasn’t concentrating on 
my job; I was making silly 
mistakes and putting the 
other guys at risk. 

“One day we were running 
along and my webbing - with 
all the ammunition strapped 
to it - just fell off, because I 
hadn’t fitted it properly. 

“I was taken off the streets 
and three weeks later sent 
home.” 

Once back home, Paul 
discovered something bad 
had indeed happened: one 
of his brothers had been 


diagnosed with lymphatic 
cancer. 

“Mum hadn’t told me 
because she didn’t want 
to worry me. He was given 
three months to live - but 
thankfully he survived and 
he’s still doing well now.” 

Deciding to change tack 
and follow his childhood 
dream of becoming a lorry 
driver, Paul got his HGV 
licence and for a while his life 
was on an even keel. 

“There’s a great sense of 
achievement, a sense of 
control, when you’re driving 
an HGV From the age of 7 I’d 
wanted to drive something 
big and beautiful - and that’s 
what I was doing.” 

Paul married and had 
his daughter, Natasha, now 
23. But then, when she was 
barely a year old, his first 
‘major episode’ hit and both 
his marriage and career 
crumbled. 

“After that first spell in 
hospital I was out for a few 
months, in for a few months. 

I was in denial, to be honest. 

“I didn’t want to accept 
there was anything wrong, 
and I also didn’t want to take 
medication. 

“I thought the doctors were 
trying to take over my brain, 
make me a different person 
- like something you’d see in 
a film. 

“So as soon as I had the 
opportunity, I’d stop taking 
the pills.” 

During one of his better 
spells, Paul married again 
and had a second child, Carl, 
now 12. 

But then, almost 10 years 
ago now, he had ‘a serious 
breakdown’, which saw him 
spend a month on remand in 
prison and nine months in a 
secure unit. 

“It was bad. Very bad. Again 
I had a massive black out and 
all these accusations were 
made... 

“While I was in hospital I 
made a vow that, no matter 
what, I was going to take my 
medication from now on - 
and I was never going back to 
hospital.” 

Thanks to a combination of 
self-discipline and a carefully 


monitored treatment 
programme - which includes 
a bespoke prescription and 
keeping a ‘mood diary’ which 
his case worker assesses at 
the end of every month - 
Paul has kept his promise to 
himself. 

“There have been ups and 
downs, life’s like that, but 
nothing serious.” 

One of his meds is Lithium 
which, he explains, ‘keeps 
my brain cells separate: they 
used to mingle and have a 
party...’. 

The irony is, he adds: “For 
12 years I thought the pills 
would change me for the 
worse; now, after taking them 
for eight years, I think I’m 
a better person than I was 
before.” 

Paul says he polices his 
state of mind constantly. “I 
picture a box in my head and 
I have to keep myself inside 
that box. 

“At the bottom is level five, 
which is ‘Okay’, six is ‘Pretty 
good’, seven is ‘Very good’ 
and eight and nine are ‘Party 
time’. 

“Any mood outside that 
box is dangerous: if I can 
feel myself rising too high I 
take a deep breath, do some 
reading, do a jigsaw. I level 
myself out.” 

As well as losing out on 
time with his children - while 
he was in and out of hospital 
he had access only rarely - 
Paul also rues having his HGV 
licence revoked because of 
his illness. 

“I’m about to reapply, 
after eight years without an 
episode,” he smiles. “And the 
kids are great too: I see them 
both once a fortnight.” 

Settled into a bungalow 
in Little Eversden, with his 
rescued Staffie-cross-Jack 
Russell Bruce, Paul is about to 
move in with new girlfriend 
Ann. 

The couple met in the 
queue for the Number 75 bus 
in Cambridge: “We call it the 
Love Bus now! She’s beautiful, 
wonderful... 

“I told her all the bad stuff 
and she just says ‘That’s not 
you now. That’s all in the 
past’.”

Drive for 


green 

HAVING a place to park a car by your home is 
important, there’s no arguing that. But is it more 
important than having an open green space to 
welcome you, visitors and nature to your front 
door? 

As traffic increases and time-hungry 
householders opt to pave or 
concrete their driveway to 
avoid garden maintenance, 
there's little doubt the state of 
our front gardens is spiralling 
downwards. 

Yet, points out horticulturist 
Joe Swift, pictured right, the 
front garden should be the 
first point of a welcoming 
haven. 

Swift, one of many 
gardening experts appearing 
in Great British Garden 
Revival, a new 10-part BBC2 series starting 
on Monday, visited one such haven in award¬ 
winning Rockcliffe Avenue, Whitley Bay, north 
Tyneside, where residents have transformed their 
paved street with colourful plants and containers 
overflowing with flowers. 

The result isn't just aesthetic, residents have also 
reported a much greater sense of community, 
with kids no longer 'causing havoc' in the street 


space 

and people no longer dropping litter. 

"A lot of people just concrete or pave their 
gardens over and just forget about the plants, 
but research shows how important plants are 
in reducing pollution, for wellbeing and house 
prices," says Swift. 

Creating a planting buffer 
between your home and traffic 
is also like putting a filter paper 
between you and the pollution, 
explains Rob Mackenzie, 
professor of atmospheric 
science at Birmingham 
University. 

''If you put plants very close 
to the traffic then they have 
a greater chance of soaking 
up the pollution and making a 
significant reduction, perhaps 
as much as 10 or 20%," he 

explains. 

Some three-quarters of households in Britain 
have cars - 40% of those have two cars - and 
the increased use of concrete or paving to 
accommodate them has led to huge drainage 
problems in some areas. 

Swift says there are products out there which 
can accommodate both plants and vehicles. In the 
BBC programme, he looks at reinforced hexagonal

plastic mesh which goes into the ground, and you 
can park your car on it when it has been filled 
with either gravel or plants. You lay it by firstly 
putting landscaping fabric over the soil to allow 
water to drain through and suppress weeds. Then 
place a layer of sand on to the fabric and embed 
your mesh into it. Then you fill your hexagonal 
slots with loamy topsoil and sand, which is perfect 
for sowing grass seed. Sow the seed in late 
summer, early autumn or spring. Before long, the 
grass will be growing above the mesh, but you 
can drive a car over it. Alternatively, use gravel 
or use a combination of gravel and grass seed or 
other low-growing plant, like thyme or camomile. 

"It's a way of softening the ground but still 
making it durable and tough enough to drive a car 
on. There are several products out there and you 
can get them online." 


Herbaceous ground cover like hardy geraniums 
and alchemilla mollis are pretty tough and can 
easily be incorporated into many front gardens, 
he notes. 

"If your front garden is in a shady area you could 
go for plants like hostas and ferns, anything that 
can take a bit of a battering and which you can 
get into the ground." 

He also recommends planting strongly scented 
plants in your front garden such as Christmas box, 
a really tough evergreen which you will notice as 
you enter or leave your front garden every day. 

"Wintersweet is another good scented plant, as 
are a lot of winter flowering viburnums which can 
fill the whole street with an incredible fragrance."

Avoid floodwater risks

MANY drivers display a devil-may- 
care attitude to flooded roads, accord¬ 
ing to a survey. 

Nearly 2 per cent would ignore a 
road-closed sign, while 42 per cent 
would blindly follow the vehicle in 
front if it managed to cross a flooded 
road successfully, the poll shows. 

Around a quarter of drivers (27 per 
cent) would attempt to go through 
moving floodwater nearly 12in (30cm) 
deep, according to the Populus survey 
conducted for the Environment Agen¬ 
cy and the AA. 

Both the agency and the motoring 
group strongly advise not entering 
floodwater that is moving or is more 
than 4in (10cm) deep. 

Those living in the North East are 
most cavalier about driving through 
deeply flooded roads, with men and 
those aged 55-64 most likely to at¬ 
tempt to negotiate high water-level 
routes, the survey suggests. 

The poll results are based on re¬ 
sponses from 21,165 AA members. 

Phil Rothwell, head of flood strategy 
and engagement at the Environment 
Agency, said: “Tragically, people die 
because they’ve taken risks and at¬ 


tempted to drive through floodwater 
just to save a few minutes. Floodwa¬ 
ter is dangerous, dirty and it can carry 
disease. 

“If there is widespread flooding in 
your area then don’t travel and if a road 
is closed then turn around and make a 
detour. Your journey could take you a 
little longer but making the right deci¬ 


sion could ultimately save your life.” 

Darron Burness, head of the AAs 
flood rescue team, said: “The 9,000 ve¬ 
hicles driven into floodwater that the 
AA attended last year tell only half the 
story. 

“There are thousands of other driv¬ 
ers who, perhaps unwittingly, came so 
close to coming a cropper.”

Porsche unveils Macan 


PORSCHE has unveiled its 
new Macan compact SUV, 
tipped to take its sector by 
storm. 

At 4.68 metres long and 
1.92 metres wide, the smaller 
brother to the hugely success¬ 
ful Cayenne is a considerably 
more manageable size than its 
full-size sibling, as well as be¬ 
ing more affordable and still 
packed with performance. 

Two closely-related turbo¬ 
charged petrol engines are 
being touted by Porsche as 


the initial flagship power- 
plants. The Macan S uses a 
3.0-litre unit with 336bhp 
and 339lb ft, while the 3.6-li¬ 
tre Macan Turbo puts out 
395bhp and 406lb ft.

Shand is the Joggers’ 
ultra history-making man 


ALAN Shand created history 
for Newmarket Joggers as he 
completed the Winterl 00 
Ultra Race at the weekend. 

The Winterl 00 is a 
continuous trail race based in 
the village of Stretley, with the 
course reflecting the shape of 
a cross and taking runners on 
a series of four different 25- 
mile out-and-back routes. 

Shand has completed two 
ultra races this year, the SVP 
100km in 12hr 58min and 
the North Norfolk 100km in 
12hr 33min, despite having 
to run 65-and-a-half miles 
instead of the 62 miles 
because of a signage error. 

He completed back-to- 
back marathons last year, 
completing the Paris one in 
3hr 54min and then London 
in 3hr 56min before going 
on to run the Comrades 
Marathon for the second time 
in lOhr 16min. 

But this was his first 
time contesting the 100- 
mile distance, and he had 
Newmarket Joggers club 
members following him on 
social media as he was logged 
through various check points. 

Shand is the first person 
from the club to run the 


distance, and he contended 
with 14 hours of darkness to 
finish in 24hr 38min 18sec, 
for 43rd overall out of 69 
finishers, with 21 runners 
dropping out on the day. 

Another first for the Joggers 
this weekend was achieved 
by Tracey Apperley, who 
became the first person 
from the club to contest the 
Cardington Cracker fell race 
in Shropshire. 

The nine-mile event 
features 2,600 feet of tough 
fell climbing and is well 
renowned as something of an 
institution in the diary of fell 
runners. 

And Apperley finished in 
2:14.27 and was seventh in 
the LV45 category. 

Ben Blowes and Paul 
Holley ran the Nene Valley 
10-mile race, with Blowes 
finishing in 1 hr 6min, his best 
time over the distance this 
year, and Holley completing 
the event in 57min.

Boss Appleford is delighted 
with his Mildenhall battlers 


CHRISTIAN Appleford declared 
Mildenhall’s brave display against 
the odds at Clacton in the Thurlow 
Nunn League, Premier Division as 
one of his proudest moments at the 
club. 

Everything seemed to go against 
the visitors, both before and 
during the match, but they fought 
hard and salvaged a 2-2 draw from 
an exceedingly difficult afternoon.
